Committee Ordered 
to Call on Mayor. 


BY OSCAR HEWITT. | 
The public school teachers of Chi- 
cago ripped the veil yesterday from 


expenditures ” of the board of educa- 
tion, took a pot shot at the Thompson-

Two Theaters Crowded. 
The teachers voiced their views at 
an afternoon meeting which filled 
Woods’ theater from pit to dome; and 
at an overflow gathering which taxed 
three-fourths of the Garrick theater. 
The meetings were held under the 
auspices of the Chicago Teachers’ fed- 
eration. 

This is the same organization which 
last May forced the Thompson-Lundin 
school board to abandon its effort to 
gain authority from the legislature to 
sell school land without consent of the 
city council. Then, as yesterday, the 
teachers talked plainly, exposed mo- 
tives and uncovered purposes. | 

Hints at Criminal Activity. — 

Miss Margaret Haley spoke yesterday 
of ‘certain gentlemen whose names I 
want to keep out-of the newspapers 
at present so as .to lull them into a 
comparative siate of security, while 
recessary ir.yestigation of their actions, 
on the basis of criminal liability, may 
be made.” 

“These gentlemen,” she went on, 
“call the principals of schools on the 
telephone and tell them, whether 
they need it or not, to order office fur- 
niture, chairs, desks, moving pictures, 
pianos, rugs, talking machines, and 
equipment of every kind.” 

The teachers are perfectly confident 
of being able to prove’ this charge. 
They have printed 10,000 copies of it 
and last night were mailing out hun- 
dreds of. copies. 5 

Pamphlet Tells the Story. 

In the published pamphlet the situa- 
tion is; presented more definitely and 
vividly, as follows: 

“Saturday, March 11, 1922, at a 
regular meeting of the Chicago Teach- 
ers’ federation the question of school 
expenditures was discussed. Facts 
were stated by one teacher after an- 
other, showing the reckless, extrava- 
gant and useless -expenditure from 
school funds of vast sums of money 
for other than the payment of teach- 
ers’ salaries and necessary expenses 
of running the schools. 

“The facts produced at this. meet- 
ing have come under the observation 
of teachers ftom schools all over the 
city. They are expenditures for such 
things as office furniture, chairs, desks, 
moving pictures, telephones, pianos, 
rugs, graphophones and equipment of 
every kind — except the necessary 
things for the use of the children, 
such especially as pens, paper, books 
and other materials needed for work 
with the children. } 

Teachers Pay for Supplies. 

“Teacher after teacher reported 
that they, the teachers, had to buy 
paper and other materials needed for 
the children, while they have seen 
these furnishings forced upon the 
schools. Principals have not been 
asked whether they wished these fur- 
nishings or needed them—they have 
been called on the telephone and told to 
order “them.” 

But that is not the only form of 
waste. The teachers obtained a 60 per 
cent increase in the revenues for edu- 
cational purposes from the last leg- 
islature. 

While they have been waiting for 
their increase in compensation, the 
statement says “the teachers have 
watched with growing alarm and in- 
dignation the rapid depletion, .in ad- 
vance of its receipt, of this 60 per 
cent increase in the educational fund, 
through the payment of enormous 
sums in salaries to an ever increasing- 
horde of sixty-day appointees and for 
other unwarranted expenditures for 


Bond Scandal Capital 
TEACHERS MEET: 


Harding Ousts 
32 Engraving 
Bureau Chiefs 


Washington, D. €., March 31.—[Spe- 
clal.}—President Harding, in’ an ex- 
ecutive order issued tonight, directed 
the discharge of James L. Wilmeth, di- 
rector of the bureau of engraving and 
printing, and James L. Fisher, assist- 
ant director, and thirty chiefs of di- 
visions of the department. 

The order stated that the action was 
taken “for the good of the service,” 
and that it was “ preliminary to a com: 
plete readjustment of the bureau to 
peace’ conditions.” 

The further statement was made at 
the White House that the actipn was 
the outcome of extended examination 
into the conduct of the bureau. 

The President named Louis A. Hill, 
who has been serving as assistant chief 
of the engraving division, to succeed 
Director Wilmeth. Mr. Hill immedi- 
ately assumed charge,’ and announced 
the names of the men who will become 
heads of divisions. — 

Rumor of Great Scandal. 

Although it was declared that there 
are no charges involving the ousted 
Officials, there are hints tonight of a 
big scandal that may be aired when 
the investigation in progress has been 
completed. There was a suspicion that 
a big financial loss to the government 
may be disclosed. 

In September, 1926, James W..Me- 
Carter, assistant registrar of the treas- 
ury, charged that*there were millions 
of dollars worth of duplicate Liberty 
bonds in circulation. Seeretary of the 
Treasury Houston replied that there 
were no actual duplicated bonds in cir- 
culation, but that there were some 
misnumbered bonds out, due to an ‘er- 
ror in numbering at the bureau of er- 
graving and printing where they were 
printed. 

Now it is hinted that there was an 
actual @uplication of bonds and that 
the government, to save the financial 
situation from a body blow, deter- 
mined to hush it up and to stand a 
loss, pending an investigation. 

Surprise to Officials. 

Mr. Wilmeth said that, so far as 
he knew, there were no irregularities 
in the bureau and no charges against 
any of the personne! involved. He had 
‘no intimation of the crash that came 
until Mr. Hill appeared with the 
President's executive order. Neither 
had any of the others included tn the 
dismissal’list. Mr. Wilmeth said there 
had been no money losses at the bu- 
reau.. 

The investigation, which has been 
conducted under the direction of Pres- 


ident Harding and Secretary of the 


Treasury Mellon, has been secret. Sec- 
retary Mellon would not discuss it to- 
night, further than to say that there 
were no irregularities in the “sense 
that they reflected on the pefsonnej.” 
Mr. Wilmeth has been,in the service 
of tHe treasury for’ twenty-seven 
years. In 1910 he was made chief 
clerk of the treasury under Secretury 
Franklin MacVeagh. 


BOMB “LANDIS” 
BUILDING; LABOR 
TROUBLE CAUSE 


Refusal! of a $250 bribe demanded by 
aman representing himself as a union 
business agent is believed to have been 
responsible for the bombing last night 
of a one story brick building at 1378 
East Sixty-third street. The structure 
was ynoccupied and no one was in- 
jured,. 

The bomb, of the black powder type, 
was exploded at the rear of the build- 
ing. It shattered doors and windows. 
The explosion was heard throughout 
Woodlawn and a large crowd soon 
gathered which the police handled with 
difficulty. 

George Kuffan, owner of the; build- 

ing, told the police after the explosion 
that he believed the outrage was due 
to the employment of men working 
under the Landis award. Several days 
ago, he said, a man representing him- 
self as the business agent of one of 
the building trades unions called upen 
him. The visitor told him he had been 
fined $250 for paying the Landis award 
wage scale to his.men. He demanded 
the payment of the “fine.” Kuffan re- 
fused his demand and ordered him 
from the building. The bombing, he 
declared, was the result. 
The police were unable to find any 
one who had seen the placing of the 
bomb. The tracks of two men were 
found in the snow in the rear of the 
building.

$3,255,300. -That, they think, would 
give an added $500 each to the esti- 
mated 4,650 teachers who have reached: 
their maximum pay and $300 each to 
the other 3,101 teachers who are below 
their high salary mark. 

Teachers Fail to Get It. 


Instead of giving the teachers this 
salary increase the board has _in- 
creased its expenditures for “inci- 
dentals”—for purposes other than 
teachers’ salaries—100 per cent in two 
years. For “incidentals” in 1919 the 
board spent $4,376,060, and last year 
for these same “ incidentals ” appropri- 
ated $8,714,065. 

The teachers claim that such ex- 
penditures are disproportionate, un- 
fair, and wasteful.

Questions Candidates. 

Then the meetings ordered a ques- 
tionnaire sent every candidate on 
every ticket for tthe legislature.

3. The enactment by the Fifty-thrd 
general assembly of a law fixing a 
minimum salary and a minimum-maxi- 
mum salary for all teachers in Chicago 
as provided in the teachers’ salary bill, 
introduced in the Fifty-second general 
assembly and set forth here on page 
14 of the accompanying booklet. 

Explanation of Questions. 

While every one knows the differ- 
ence between an appointive and an 
elective school board, the first and 
third questions need more explana- 
tion. 

The wage scale which the teachers 
desire that the legislature shall adopt 
means that the minimum salary will 


be i reased from $1,200 to $1,500 and 
the maximum from $2,00¢. to $2,500. 

Regarding the classification of prop- 
erty, the resolution adopted asserts 
that the present basis of taxation is 
“thoroughly unsound, historically 
found ree and a failure today in 
practice. 

The AEN Coie: further say in their 
resolution that “the rates of taxation 
now permitted by the law of 1921 for 
school purposes are, in the main, fair 
and reasonable, and higher permissive 
local rates might sometimes involve 
real burdens for those whose prop- 
erties are found and properly as- 
sessed.”", They are of the opinion that 
the constitutional convention “ let slip 
the chance of a century to make pos- 
sible tax scientific 
lines.”

FRAUD 


Made Contractlllegal, The 
Tribune Contends. 


Attorney Howard Ellis told Judge 
Charles M. Foell yesterday that the 
city’s expert fee contract is a fraud. 
This is the contract by which Austin 
J. Lynch and Frank H. Mesce, city 
building experts, obtained more than 
$1,000,000 from the city treasury, 
which Tus Trisunez has filed suit to 
recover and prevent the further pay- 
ment of $1,207,000 to them. 
“The contract was fraudulent be- 
cause it was excessive,”’ said Mr. Ellis. 
“It was so grossly excessive that the 
excessiveness alone constitutes fraud. 
‘Not ‘only that, but the excessiveness 
was so large, coupled with inequitable 
incidents in connection with the con- 
tract, that the whole transaction was 
fraud. 


Cites | “Inequitable Incidents.” 

“ There were several inequitable inci- 
dents. To begin with, a conspiracy 
was hatched up in advance to do all the 
things charged by the bill of complaint. 


to obtain legal forms by which the con- 
spirators could commit the fraud.” 

Mr. Ellis named two acts which ha 
asserted showed that the conspirators 
attempted to obtain legal form for theic 
transactions. One of these, he said, 
was the procurement by the defendants 
of an order of the‘city council author- 
izing the employment of the experts at 
an excessive rate of compensation. An- 
other, he said, were actions of the board 
of local improvements—who technically 
employed the experts. Mr. Ellis said 
that one of the chief conspirators was 
president of the board of local improve- 
ments, Michael J. Faherty. 

“While we have not charged in the 
bill of complaint there was bribery or 
corruption in connection with the city 
council, the council provided an in- 
equitable incident,” went on Mr. Ellis. 

Replies to Defense Plea. 

“Mr. Concannon has contended to 
your honor that excessiveness has not 
been properly alleged in our bill of com- 
plaint. May I say in reply that the 
bill charges that all the defendants 
knew that $25,000 each was a reason- 
able and fair compensation for the 
services of the experts for one year. 
Reputable appraisers and appraisal

He is afraid 
ef impeachment. He is the only governor of IIli- 
nois who ever confessed to voters that he was 
afraid of impeachment. 

He is to be tried next week for acts which the 
state charges against him when he was state 
treasurer. He is charged with appropriating to 
his own use $500,000 of interest earned by 
$10,000,000 of state money. He is not answerable 
to the legislature as governor for acts which he 
may have committed as state treasurer. He is 
answerable to the courts. 

He is answerable to the legislature, to any hon- 
est, decent legislature, for his acts as governor, 
and he ought to answer for his buying of votes 
with the state road fund. A’self-respecting house 
of representatives would vote to impeach him for 
the campaign he now is making. Self-respecting 
legislative districts would be so infuriated by the 
complacent nerve of the man who is governor 
that they would insist upon his answering for his 
offenses. | 

People are accustomed to the use of patronage 
and perquisites in influencing elections. We know 
that congressmen sweeten congressional districts. 
Very important congressmen can put shipyards, 
imposing federal buildings, rivers and harbors 
improvements, etc., in their districts. Little. con- | 
gressmen can send only seeds and pamphlets. All 
politicians sweeten their constituencies as they 
are able, but they do not have the nerve to offer 
definite bribes. Small has.

Yet we 
submit repeatedly to strikes, high scams and inse- 
ourny. 


It is the fault of mismanagement ona bad organ- 
ization. It is a fault. not confined to America. 
England has suffered from it. We have too many 
mines with high overhead costs and too many 
miners who seek a living by two or three or four 
days of work a week. The British miners sought 
@ government subsidy to keep the poorer mines 
open and the miners cmployed at the expense of 
the better mines. The American miners seek a 
popular subsidy to keep the poorer mines open 
and the minerg employed at the expense of the 
consumers. The British failed. The Americans 
will fail, if not now, later. Such a basic industry 
cannot be permanently subsidized. The solution 
lie@ in reorganization and tmproved management, 
which will close the uneconomic mines and allow 
the better mines to operate more days a year. It 


not mean either government ownership or opera- 
tion, but permission to organize on the most effi- 
cient basis. The objective is high production at 
low cost. Operators and miners should werk it out 
together. 


| try to alternative measures. Coal is power. Water 
power, where available, will do as well as coal. It 
has been widely developed in this country but can 
be much more widely developed. There could be 
no better argument in favor of such development 
than this coal strike. The coal producers have 
failed. Let the hydro-electric power producers 
supplant them in so far as possible.

START CAULIFLOWER IN 
COLD FRAME, 


UCCESS in the growing of eauli- 
flower depends on the handling 
of the crop from the beginning. 
If the seed are sown in a very 

rich soil the plants grow too rapidly. 
By sowing cauliflower seed in rich soil 
the seedlings are checked at the time 
they are transplanted, and this al- 
mogt always means that the final crop 
will be poor. 

The way to avoid all of this trouble | 
is to sow the seed lightly in a com.’ 
paratively thin soil. Start the cauli- 
flower fairly early in a cold frame and 
water regularly. While the ieaf de- 
velopment may be slow at first, it gives 
the root system a chance to develop. 

Early snowball Erfurt and dry 
weather are good varieties. The snow- 
ball is about ten days earlier than the 
Erfurt. Give the plants the proper 
kind of soil and keep them growing 
without a single check or the heads 
will be mere buttons. 

Draw the leaves up over the heads 
and tie them as soon as they reach the 
size of a hen’s egg. It is a good plan

If Mr. Stock could have foreseen 


what sort of a day yesterday after-| 
noon was going to be, he would per- 
haps have decreed some works for the 
opening of the Chicago Symphony or- 


in outline, a little less somberly gray 
in color than Beethoven’s “ Egmogt” 
overture and Third Sym- 
phony, 

It might even be a good plan to 
have a few pieces in reserve, by their 
nature provocative of cheer, to be 
slipped in at short notice as substi- 
tutes under such circumstances. No 
one will recommend the banishment 
of this overture and this symphony; 
they can be held over for such times 
as they can be heard under the in- 
fluence of pleasant weather and a con- 
tented mind. 

As it was, Mr. Stock got two min- 
utes of continuous, acclaiming ap- 
lause at the end of the symphony, 
hereby proving that he had done all 
that was humanly possible to create 
forgetfulness of outward conditions. 
When it come to the piece follawing, 
the composer had also done his share. 
This was John Alden Carpenter's 
concertino for piano and orchestra, 
first heard some half dozen years ago 
when Percy’ Grainger played it, and 
silent as far as Chicago is concerned 
ever since. It is an entertaining and 
unserious work, based upon brief, 
chatty bits of melody. Mr. Carpenter 
has an altogether unusual ability for 
finding the possibilities of humor in 
music. Considering that such an enor- 
mous proportion of music is deadly 
serious, he acquires by that token a 
distinctive idiom of his own. 

‘Rudolph Reuter, a well known Chi- 
cagoan, was the pianist. He made 
an efficient and workmanlike job of the 
performance, accurately catching thie’ 
‘sprighfliness of Mr. Carpenter's

Railway carloading for the week ended 
March 18 were 823,369 car&, an increase 
of 131,973 over the corresponding week 
last year, although a slight decline from 
the preceding week. It is estimated the 
railroads for February will show net op- 
erating income close to 5% per cent on 
invested capital, while even better re- 
sults are expected when spring trafic 
gets under way. 

Trend of Securities Market. 

Finally, the expanding business and 
advancing prices in the securities mar- 
kets refiects gradual improvement in 
financial, industria] and general econom- 
ic conditions from the acute depression 
of 1921. Sales of stocks on the New 
York stock exchange in the-three months 
ended yesterday totaled approximately 
55,000,000 shares, compared with 43,000,- 
000 shares in the first quarter of 1921. 
This business was at substantially high- 
er quotations. There were also marked 
gains in sales of “odd lots” and in pri- 
vate dealings. 

The turnover in bonds was proportion- 
ately much larger, the par value of 
such securities being approximately 
$1,240,000,000, compared with $760,000 
in the first quarter of 1921.
